CHICAGO, March 1C —In accordance

and by the time they reached the doors 
of the Council Chamber so great a mob 
had gathered as to render the services 
of a large force of. police necessary to 
secure them entrance. , Arriving in the 
Council chamber, the delegation were 
cortcously received, .and the chairwom- 
an of the delegation was, on motion, 
after sotne debate, allowed to present 
the petition, which she did iu a few 
well-chosen words. TKe petition was 
then read by the City'Clerk, and then- 
placed on file. The Council then pro; 


ceecied to the consideration of the spe- 
cial order, which was the ordinance 
permitting saloons to be kept Open on 
Sunday. A very 'warm debate ensued, 
in which most of the people's party 
Aldcrmea claimed that they were bound 
to vole for the ordinnnce, as it was one 
of the issues upon which they wore 
elected.
